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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: At pages 5-9 of the response, Applicant argues 
that Joao and Soil in combination fail to teach "...said electronically displayable files include at least one pre-medical event. ...and at least 
one post-medical event..." The Examiner respectfully submits that the Applicant's specification defines pre-events and post-events as "a 
set of files that may include a task file that instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task. In this regard, the predetermined task may 
include at least three of reading a medical information file, taking medication, scheduling an appointment with a medical professional, 
purchasing a medical product, taking a medical quiz, and evaluating at least one of a medical practitioner and a medical service facility. In 
accordance with another embodiment, at least one of the pre-event and post-event sets of files may also include a calendar file that 
displays a schedule of time specific events associated with the treatment pathway, the calendar file being adapted to be modified by the 
patient using the input device of the patient terminal device." Therefore, Soil describes such features including a modular, interactive 
system for collecting the informed consent of patients for routine procedures, surgery, and clinical evaluations, (Soil, 97). Additionally, an 
exit interview can involve taking a medical quiz to assess the treatment provided by the physician. Furthermore, Surgery as disclosed in 
Soil, is a medical event that is not a diagnosis. It is well known that surgery follows diagnosis. It would therefore be obvious to consider 
surgery to be post-diagnosis. 

In addition, Applicant has provided no strict definition for the terms "pre-medical event" and "post-medical event" and one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091,231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In addition, the test for 
obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; 
nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined 
teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 
(CCPA1981). 

Applicant's other arguments merely rehash issues addressed in the Final Rejection mailed 1/29/08, and incorporated herein. Thus, the 
finality of the previous Office Action is maintained.. 
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
